SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 

Andover,  N.  H.,  January  25,  1921. 

To   the   School   Board 'and   Citizens   of  "Grafton   School 
District : 

I  "hereby  present  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  your 
school's,. 

The  past  seventeen  months  have  covered  a  period  of 
readjustment  under  the  new  plan-  established  by  act  of 
the  Legislature  in  March,  1919.  The  purpose  of  the  law 
is  to  secure' Americanization,  and  to  equalize  elementary 
school  priviliges  for  all  children  within  the  state.  The 
new  law  defines  a  "standard  -school"  as  one  "(1),  main- 
tained for  at  least  thirty-six  weeks  in  each  year;  (2),  in  a 
suitable  and  sanitary  building;  (3),  equipped  with  ap- 
proved furniture,  boo'ks,  maps,  and  other  necessary  ap- 
pliances;  (4),  taught  by  an  "approved  teacher;  (5), 
directed  and  supervised  by  an  approved  superintendent; 
(6),  with  suitable  provision  for  the  care  of  the  health  and 
physical  welfare  of  all  pupils."  The  appropriation 
section  of  this  act  made  possible  the  distribution  of  over 
two  hundred  and  eighty-three  thousand  dollars  among 
the  poorer  districts  of  the  state,  this  town  receiving 
$674.35.  In  order  to  receive  this  aid  'Schools  must  be 
broug'ht  up  to  the  standard  defined  by  the  law. 

State  aid  is  conditional  upon  the  raising  of  five  dollars 
on  a  thousand  by  the  district,  and  is  based  upon  a  budget 
carefully  prepared  by  the  School  Board. 

It  is  creditable  to  this  district  that  all  schools  were 
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maintained  for  thirty-six  weeks  last  year,  notwithstand- 
ing the  extreme  weather.  It  is  the  opinion  of  many 
teachers  that  better  work  is  done  during  the  winter,  even 
though  there  are  absences  in  had  weather,  than  during  the 
hot  weather  'of  early  and  late  summer. 

The  attempt  of  the  School  Board  to  carry  out  from 
-year  to  year  all  suggestions  imade  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment has  resulted  in  there  being  at  the  present  time  no 
front  light  in  any  school  room,,  a  condition  upon  which 
last  year  the  ruling  became  imperative.  School  houses 
are  required  to  meet  a  standard  in  light,  heat,  floors, 
toilet  arrangements,  drinking  water,  and  facilities  for 
washing  hands.  Sufficient  light  is  to  be  secured  by 
window  area  at  least  equal  to  one-half  the  floor  area.  At 
the  time  the  survey  of  buildings  was  made  only  the 
Depot,  'Center,  East,  and  South  school  houses  were  in 
use.  This  fall  the  'South  has  been  closed  and  the  Giffbrd 
and  West  opened.  None  of  these  has  adequate  light, 
but  figures  for  them  are  not  at  hand.  At  the  Center  the 
ratio  is  one  to  seven,  at  the  East  one  to  eight.  Not 
many  additional  windows  are  needed  to  bring  these  up 
to  the  standard.  The  Depot  is  sufficiently  lighted  by 
the  alterations  'made  this  year.  This  building  is  now  in 
excellent  condition.  The  jacketed  stoves,  giving  even 
heat  and  adequate  ventilation  without  drafts,  have  been 
highly  satisfactory,  and  were  installed  at  an  opportune 
time,  before  the  great  advance  in  materials  and  labor. 

The  State  Board  has  been  judicious  in  its  require- 
ments, and  in  all  the  towns  desiring  state  aid,  while 
there  is  no  lowering  oif  standards,  there  is  an  extension 
of  time,  made  necessary  by  present  abnormal  prices.  In 
order  that  a  town  whose  buildings  need  extensive  alter- 
ations may  still  receive  intmiediate  help  from  the  state, 
the  Board  may  formulate  a  definite  progressive  plan  by 
wihich  all  school  houses  will  be  improved  at  as  early  a 
date  as  the  finances  of  the  district  will  warrant.  The 
plan  might  well  provide  that  the  building  at  the  Center, 
Which  is  not  in  a  sanitary  condition  and  which  needs  a 
complete  renovation,  should  .receive  attention  this  year. 

I  found  your  schools  well  equipped  with  globes,  up-to- 
date  text  books  and  flags.  Many  new  maps  are  needed, 
but  it  has  seemed  desirable  to  buy  very  sparingly  this 
year  on  account  of  present  prices.      In  order  to  keep  the 
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work  at  its  best,  a  few  new  text  books  must  'be  added 
each  year.  The  standards  set  for  the  first  three  grades 
will  necessitate  a  variety  of  new  reading  material  in 
addition  to  that  already  provided.  For  the  teaching  of 
citizenship,  an  important  factor  in  the  revised  program, 
some  new  texts  will  be  needed  to  supplement  those  now 
in  use. 

The  regulations  for  the  approval  of  teachers  no  longer 
allow  the  employment  of  young  girls  without  training  or 
experience,  unless  under  special  permit,  as  last  year  at 
Razor  Hill  where  there  was  prob ability  of  the  school  not 
being  continued  through  tlhe  year.  Licenses  for  one 
year  are  granted  to  teachers  employed  under  a  year's 
contract  who  lhave  taught  at  least  twenty  weeiks  in  New 
Hampshire,  or  two  years  in  another  state,  or  who  are 
graduates  of  a  non-approved  normal  school,  or  of  a  train- 
ing school,  or  of  a  New  Hampshire  'high  'school  within 
the  last  five  years  and  lhave  taken  a  summer  course  at 
a  New  Hampshire  normal  school.  Licenses  may  be 
renewed  for  one  or  three  years.  The  (highest  form  of 
approval  is  the  certificate,  granted  to  experienced  grad- 
uates of  approved  normal  schools,  or  to  teachers  of  at 
least  ten  years'  successful  experience  who  "present  evi- 
dence of  continued  professional  reading  and  study." 
Last  year  this  district  'had  one  teacher  holding  a  permit ; 
four  a  license ;  and  one,  a  certificate.  This  year  two,  a 
permit ;  four,  a  license ;  and  none,  a  certificate.  It  has  been 
found  very  difficult,  under  the  present  teacher  shortage, 
to  obtain  certificated  teachers,  at  any  salary,  for  the 
rural  -towns.  The  reason  is  obvious,  since  the  number 
of  such  teachers  available  has  been  less  than  the  number 
of  positions  in  the  larger  and  more  central  towns.  These 
conditions  have  made  considerable  increases  of  salary 
necessary.  The  problem  of  the  rural  school  should  be 
solved  by  encouraging  our  country  girls  to  fit  themselves 
for  teachers,  and  by  then  paying  them  sufficient  salaries 
to  keep  them  in  our  country  schools.  They  are 
generally  far  imore  satisfactory  teachers  for  rural  schools 
than  are  girls  from  the  cities  or  large  towns.  The 
number  of  children  from:  this  town  attending  high 
schools  or  acaddmies  last  year  was  only  fourteen  per 
cent  of  the  number  registered  in  the  elementary  schools. 
To  raise  the  educational  standards  of  a  coimimunity  it  is 
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vitally  important  to  increase  the  high  school  attendance. 

Since  the  supervisory  law  went  into  effect  yonr  Super- 
intendent has  made  one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  visits 
to  the  schools  of  the  district  and  has  attended  twelve 
''official  board  meetings,  (besides  meeting  the  members  of 
the  Board  frequently  to  confer  informally  upon  school 
matters.  Many  examinations  have  been  given  and  con- 
ferences held  with  teachers  to  consider  the  content  and 
the  methods  of  instruction,  and  to  determine  the  proper 
grading  of  pupils.  An  attempt  has  'been  made  to  en- 
courage, and  to  supervise  helpfully  so  far  as  possible  the 
individual  teacher.  The  'Superintendent  is  always  glad 
to  meet  parents  and  citizens  who  want  first  'hand  infor- 
mation concerning  schools.  Oriticisims,  merited  or  other- 
wise, are  generally  helpful  when  made  directly  to  school 
board  members  or  to  the  Superintendent. 

One  of  the  most  important  improvements  under  the 
present  law  is  along  the  line  of  the  promotion  of  health 
and  physical  wellfa're.  An  examination'  of  all  school 
children  by  a  physician  or  a  registered  nurse  is  required 
'  each  year.  This  examination  was  made  last  year  'by  Dr. 
Knapp  and  notices  were  sent  to  parents'  oif  children  having 
eye,  eat,  throat  or  other  conditions  needing  treatment. 
Of  the  forty-seven  children  examined,  seven  were  found 
to  have  defective  sight ;  twenty-seven,  (bad  teeth  ;  twenty- 
three,  enlarged  or  diseased  tonsils.  Often  when  glasses 
are  provided  or  adenoids  or  diseased  tonsils  removed, 
there  is  a  noticeable  improvement  in  the  child's  school 
Work,  and  the  danger  from  acute  disease  is  lessened.  As 
decaying  teeth  are  the  most  frequent  cause  of  poor  health, 
there  is  urgent  need  here  for  effective  instruction  and 
preventive  care.  "Physical  exercise  and  remedial  drill" 
are  required  in  all  schools,  not  to  a  time-consuming 
extent,  hut  so  that  every  child  shall  learn  to  sit  and  stand 
properly,  and  'know  the  value  of  fresh  air  and  exercise. 

A  constant  problem  in  school  work  is  attendance.  Last 
year  in  this  union  district  of  five  towns,  yours  had  a 
higher  per  cent  of  attendance,  and  a  lower  per  cent  of 
tardiness,  than  two  other  towns.  In  none  is  the  record 
what  if  should  be.  The  law  is  definite,  and  has  ample 
provision  for  enforcement.  "Whenever  school  is  in 
session1,"  means  that  a  child  should  not  appear  at  9.15  in 
the  morning  'when  the  time  for  opening  school  is  9.00 
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o'clock.  The  interest  and  cooperation  o'f  parents  with 
the  school  has  a  direct  effect  upon  school  attendance.  In 
West  Grafton,  now  the  largest  school  in  town,  there  have 
been  only  two  visits  this  year  Iby  residents  oif  the  town, 
only  one  o'f  these  by  a  parent.  More  'knowledge  of  the- 
schools  and  their  work,  acquaintance  with  the  teadhers 
and  the  pupils,  would  help  greatly  to'  encourage  teadhers 
and  to  promote  the  interest  of  pupils.  A  visit  from 
parents,  giving  an  opportunity  for  pupils  to  exhibit  their 
work  is  a  great  stimulus.  The  school  work  is  planned 
for  a  year  olf  thirty-six  weeks,  and  it  a  child's  attendance 
is  irregular,  he  cannot  'complete  properly  the  work 
done  iby  the  rest  o'f  the  class.  This  is  the  most  common 
cause  of  loss  o'f  interest  and  general  dissatisfaction. 

In  nearly  all  cases  I  have  found  teachers  conscientious 
in  sdhodl  work,  anxious  to  secure  the  (best  possible 
results,  and  interested  in  the  personal  welfare  ioif  each 
pupil.  I  have  appreciated  their  friendly  cooperation,  and 
the  anxiety  on  the  part  o'f  the  School  Board  and  parents 
to  'bring  our  schools  to  the  prescribed  standards.
